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• In  the  second  year  of  its  existence 
the  Student  Council  has  effectively 
carried  on  its  representative  and  ad- 
ministrative functions  in  behalf  of  the 
student  body.  Two  members  were 
elected  by  each  class:  Ruth  Bauman 
and  Willis  Proudfoot,  seniors;  Dor- 
othy Laskey  and  Homer  Conzett,  jun- 
iors; Mary  Mohrman  and  Robert  Mac- 
Askill,  sophomores;  and  Elsie  Jansen 
and  Bruce  Freeman,  freshmen.  During 
the  second  semester  Grace  Herrmann 
was  chosen  by  the  sophomore  class  to 
occupy  the  position  held  by  Mary 
Mohrman, 

Ethelda  Norberg,  junior,  was  elected 
president  of  the  council  and  student 
body  in  an  all-school  election.  Other 
officers,  elected  by  the  council,  were: 
Homer  Conzett,  vice-president;  Dor- 
othy Laskey,  secretary  and  Willis 
Proudfoot,  treasurer.  Professor  Anson 
Van  Eaton  acted  as  faculty  advisor. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  council,  a 
Student  Court  was  organized  this  year 
to  handle  disciplinary  problems.  Har- 
old Nagel,  Rose  Langer,  Paul  Ukena 
and  Jacob  Ohanesian  were  elected  by 
the  Student  Council  to  act  in  this  ca- 
pacity. Ruth  Bauman  was  chosen  to 
represent  the  council  on  the  court. 
Jacob  Ohanesian  was  elected  by  the 
court  to  serve  as  judge  and  Grace  Herr- 
mann, to  assume  the  position  of  clerk. 

Early  in  the  fall,  the  Student  Coun- 
cil, in  cooperation  with  the  adminis- 


tration, sponsored  a Freshman  Convo- 
cation, which  will  hereafter  be  an  an- 
nual event.  To  promote  student  tal- 
ent and  present  interesting  material 
from  the  various  departments,  the 
council  sponsored  bi-weekly  student 
assemblies.  The  Tuberculosis  Christ- 
mas Seal  Fund  and  the  Infantile  Par- 
alysis Membership  Drive  were  both  tak- 
en over  by  the  council  this  year.  The 
social  life  of  the  students  was  enliv- 
ened by  three  council  dances:  the 
"Football  Frolic,”  the  “Holiday  Hop" 
and  the  second  annual  “Flunker’s 
Fling.” 

One  of  the  most  important  and  suc- 
cessful undertakings  of  the  Student 
Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  ad- 
ministration, was  a public  forum  series 
on  the  current  international  situation. 
These  forums  were  held  on  four  con- 
secutive Tuesday  evenings  with  Profes- 
sor H.  Clifford  Fox,  Dr.  Richard  Hertz, 
Dr.  Hans  Kirchberger  and  Dr  Frederick 
Bronkema,  respectively,  delivering  the 
main  address  on  each  Tuesday. 

A survey  of  general  conditions  in 
the  Commons  was  conducted  by  the 
council.  The  results  were  tabulated 
and  submitted  to  the  administration 
with  suggestion  for  improvements. 
Other  activities  of  the  council  included 
weekly  meetings,  correspondence  with 
other  schools  concerning  their  student 
governments  and  cooperation  with  the 
faculty  in  various  student  activities.

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® The  Steffens  Hall  Dormitory  Asso- 
ciation exists  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining high  standards  of  conduct  and 
fostering  fellowship  and  responsibility 
among  the  residents  of  the  men’s  dor- 
mitory. 

Seven  students  from  different  sec- 
tions of  the  dormitory  are  elected  by 
the  residents  each  year  to  aid  in  car- 
rying out  the  objectives.  This  year’s 
council  was  composed  of  Dwight  Stov- 
er, president;  Erwin  Schwartz,  vice- 
president;  Walter  Fosha,  secretary- 
treasurer;  Jake  Ohanesian,  social  chair- 
man; Eugene  Werkheiser,  Paul  Horne 
and  Clyde  Schap. 

Among  the  activities  for  the  im- 
provement of  living  conditions  in  the 
dormitory  was  the  installation  of  a buz- 
zer system,  two  extra  telephone  out- 
lets, and  purchasing  of  additional 
equipment  for  the  fourth  floor  lounge. 
Plans  were  also  begun  for  a more  cen- 
tralized lounge  to  be  located  on  third 
floor.  The  third  annual  penny  carnival, 


House  Councils 
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sponsored  by  the  Council  was  again 
held  in  March. 

The  Severance  Hall  council  is  elected 
annually  by  the  residents  of  that  dor- 
mitory. The  chief  concern  is  that  the 
dormitory  be  made  as  near  a home  for 
the  girls  as  is  possible  and  that  life 
in  it  contribute  something  to  the  vital 
college  experience  of  every  girl  resid- 
ing there. 

Members  of  this  year’s  council  in- 
cluded Georgia  Baker,  president;  Billie 
Franzenburg,  vice-president;  Margery 
Deale,  secretary  - treasurer;  Dorothy 
Laskey,  Anna  Tjaden,  and  Jeanette 
Harken. 

The  duties  of  the  council  consist  in 
the  enforcement  of  house  rules,  ori- 
entation of  freshman  and  transfer  stu- 
dents ,and  promotion  of  social  activ- 
ities. Among  the  activities  this  year 
were  the  annual  Christmas  party  for 
town  girls,  and  two  Sunday  morning 
breakfasts  in  the  main  parlor  of  Sev- 
erance.

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• In  the  spring,  a young  man’s  fancy  lightly  turns  to — well,  romance  among  other 
things,  but  social  events  mostly.  Sororities  and  fraternities  packed  up  for  a week- 
end and  went  to  flunk  week  camps  where  canoeing  and  consequent  stiff  muscles, 
and  stout  cases  of  sunburn  could  do  nothing  to  dim  the  ardor  for  camping  idleness. 
After  all — tests  awaited  us. 

The  May  Breakfast  was  successful  despite  the  coolish  weather  which  accom- 
panied it.  A freshman’s  imitations  of  campus  personalities  brought  down  the  house. 
We  ate  our  doughnuts  without  dunking,  had  a few  good  hearty  laughs  and  let  class 
prejudice  creep  in,  for  seniors  were  given  precedence  sitting  at  the  head  tables  and 
so  on  down  to  the  verdant  freshmen.  To  cap  pleasure  with  pain,  we  were  all  herded 
to  class  rooms  afterwards  to  take  a grueling  test  on  current  affairs  and  culture  in 
which  we  learned  conclusively  that  we  knew  nothing  at  all  outside  of  who  won  the 
World  Series. 

The  YWCA  sponsored  its  annual  May  Fete  with  Marian  Junker  as  May  Queen 

and  head  of  a glamorous  court. 
The  pageant  is  lovelier  and 
lovelier  year  after  year.  This 
year  a Shakespearean  play 
“Taming  of  the  Shrew’’  was 
produced  to  the  queen’s  pleas- 
ure. Professor  Eyssen  himself 
played  a dashing  Patruchio  and 
Jane  Nowlin  a very  shrewish 
shew  who  was  properly  tamed 
in  the  end. 

Louise  Eisenschmidt  ruled  at 
the  annual  Prom  which  was  a 
stately  and  beautiful  dance 
put  on  by  the  juniors. 

Tests  came  very  suddenly  in 
the  midst  of  jewel-like  weath- 
er. We  took  them  on  the  chin 
and  sneaked  our  hikes  to  Rab- 
bit Hollow  and  such  places  in 
between.  The  seniors  were 
finished  a week  early  and  were 
busy  being  recepted  and  par- 
tied  and  showing  off  their 
newly  acquired  dignity. 

There  were  a brief  few  days 
of  commencement  activities 
and  with  familiar  faces  re- 
turned to  the  campus  to  see 
75  students  get  degrees  at  St. 
Luke’s — an  academic  proces- 
sion marched  to  the  strains  of 
the  Alma  Mater  and  the  sen- 
iors were  privileged  to  feel  sad. 

Summer  school  offered  the 
innovation'  of  a tri-state  bio- 
logical station  at  Camp  Shaw- 
ondassee  where  laboratory 
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work  at  the  U was  correlated  with  field  work  on 
the  Mississippi.  Turtles  and  snakes  came  in  for 
their  proper  due. 

The  campus  was  put  into  spic  and  span  order 
for  the  fall  invasion.  Dorm  rooms  were  painted, 
additions  in  equipment  were  made,  and  even  the 
flowerbeds  were  primped  to  look  their  best. 

The  largest  enrollment  was  announced  in  Sep- 
tember when  it  passed  the  500  mark.  Chinese, 
Puerto  Rican,  Japanese,  Czech,  Korean  and  Bulgar- 
ian students  arrived  in  a steady  stream.  The  fresh- 
men were  all  properly  oriented  by  the  new  orien- 
tation council  headed  by  Bernice  Jacobs  and  de- 
veloped a class  solidarity  of  their  own  by  living  in 
a separate  section  of  the  dorm  where  they  had  a 
chance  to  discuss  the  upperclassmen  before  they 
arrived. 

Green  caps  dotted  the  campus,  but  they  lost  the 
right  to  discard  them  at  Homecoming  by  losing  the 
freshmen-sophomore  tug-of-war.  A picnic  supper 
in  back  of  the  Commons  was  really  the  first  chance 
old  timers  had  to  say  hello  after  the  vacation. 
Everyone  was  too  busy  being  well  mannered  at  the 
President’s  reception  to  do  much  talking.  The 


Cue  began  a new  year  with  Margery  Deale  again 
as  editor. 

There  were  innovations  to  both  our  social  and 
scholastic  life.  . The  student  court  was  instituted 
by  the  student  council  to  handle  disciplinary  prob- 
lems on  the  supposition  that  a student  might  rather 
be  heard  by  his  fellows  than  by  faculty  or  admin- 
istration. Jake  Ohanesian  was  elected  judge. 

The  year  began  with  the  holding  of  Sunday 
church  services  every  Sunday  in  the  chapel  with  the 
Rev.  C.  Vin  White  in  charge.  An  excellent  chapel 
choir  under  Mr.  McKeown,  attired  in  new  vestments, 
added  to  the  dignity  and  beauty  of  this  student 
service. 

C.A.A.  was  started  on  our  campus  as  part  of  the 
defense  program.  Nine  boys  and  one  girl  enlisted 
in  the  flying  course,  going  down  to  the  airport  regu- 
larly for  lessons,  attending  classes  both  on  our 
campus  and  at  Loras  and  taking  flights  to  Waterloo 
to  finish  the  course.  A great  deal  of  interest  was 
displayed. 

Forrest  Conway,  a University  student,  made 
himself  known  in  October  by  winning  an  audition 
on  Major  Bowes  program  on  which  he  distinguished 
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himself.  Later  in  the  fall  he  gave  a piano  concert  which  due  to  freakishness  on  the 
part  of  the  electric  light  system  had  to  be  played  entirely  by  candlelight.  Everyone 
voted  it  very  romantic. 

We  were  provided  with  entertainment — the  Christmas  caroling  slumber  party 
given  by  the  dorm  girls  for  the  town  girls,  the  Christmas  hop  which  was  the  female’s 
last  leap  year  chance,  the  Y skating  party.  And  we  were  culturally  uplifted  too, 
for  there  were  the  Civic  music  concerts,  the  Zeimers  who  told  us  of  Hitler’s  regime, 
and  Arragon,  who  as  a history  scholar,  was  as  interested  in  us  as  we  in  him. 

Homecoming  was  as  usual  a highlight  in  the  lives  of  the  Universityites — in  those 
of  the  freshmen  because  everything  was  still  a little  thrilling,  in  those  of  the  upper 
classmen  because  it  was  good  to  see  old  faces  back  in  the  old  places — the  goats,  by  the 
radiators  in  Steffens,  perched  on  the  walls  by  Severance. 

We  celebrated  with  a rousing  good  pep  bonfire  to  get  the  team’s  spirit  up  on 
Friday  night  and  managed  well  enough  for  the  team  came  through  with  a victory 

the  next  day.  Everyone  en- 
joyed the  dinner  where  speak- 
ers, singing  and  just  good 
conversation  were  entertain- 
ment enough.  Sally  Janet  Vail 
ruled  as  football  sweetheart  at 
the  evening’s  dance  after  hav- 
ing been  introduced  at  the 
half  of  the  afternoon’s  game. 
Homecoming  always  seems  to 
arouse  one’s  Alma  Mater  feel- 
ing, and  this  was  no  exception. 

The  U-Clan — a 1940  brain- 
child was  right  there  at  all  the 
games,  at  home  and  abroad  and 
showed  lots  of  school  spirit  in 
all  ways.  Perhaps  they  own 
a larger  share  in  the  season’s 
largest  victory  — the  confer- 
ence championship.  That  was 
something  we  had  wanted  for 
a long  time,  and  it  came  as  a 
very  definite  feather  in  the 
hats  of  the  coaches  and  teams 
— a feather  which  was  enthus- 
iastically shared  by  the  student 
body  and  that  band  of  loyal 
supporters  — The  Blue  and 
White  Club.  The  fellows 
were  properly  banqueted  and 
awarded. 

Christmas  vacation,  a 1 7 day 
one,  over  — everybody  piled 
down  to  the  library  to  see 
what  was  behind  all  this  term 
paper  talk.  You  could  hardly 
rouse  anyone  to  wish  him  a 
happy  new  year.  No  wonder 
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students  had  struggled  through  for  honor  roll  men- 
tion for  the  semester.  But  the  most  joyous  cele- 
bration during  February  and  for  the  entire  school 
year  came  when  the  Spartan  cagers  defeated  Par- 
sons College  to  be  named  conference  champions.  A 
day  off,  special  victory  assembly,  chicken  in  the 
Commons,  a WKBB  sponsored  radio  broadcast  and 
a six-page  blue  issue  of  the  Cue  all  symbolized 
the  occasion.  And  why  not — for  conference  his- 
tory was  made-— the  first  team  in  the  conference 
to  claim  both  football  and  basketball  honors  in 
one  year. 

The  wrestlers  took  first  place  in  the  Wheaton 
mat  meet. 

March  found  the  choristers  New  York  bound, 
the  basketball  squad,  at  the  national  meet  and 
Schulz  with  his  wrestlers  in  Pittsburgh.  The  Wait- 
ers Dance  was  hailed  as  the  neatest  dance  of  the 
year  under  the  supervision  of  Steve  Wieland  and 
hostess  of  the  dining  hall,  Marian  Junker,  Fred 
Shandorf  placed  first  in  the  oratorical  contest.  And 
we  can’t  forget  that  grand  penny  carnival  sponsored 
by  the  boys  of  Steffens. 

Student  Council  members  opened  the  month  of 


they  got  the  idea  of  enlarging  the  library  read- 
ing room  by  moving  all  the  stacks  downstairs. 
We  did  need  the  room! 

January  found  the  reappearance  of  pledge  pins. 
Heli  week  found  its  place  again,  too,  and  what  a 
place.  The  largest  number  of  students  in  years 
pledged  fraternities  and  sororities — with  the  13- 
Club  taking  the  largest  number — and  quite  fittingly 
so  at  that,  this  being  the  year  of  their  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary.  The  athletic  teams  worked  on 
their  schedules  while  the  Seminary  chalked  up  a 
victory  against  one  of  the  intramural  teams.  The 
choir  spent  extra  hours  in  rehearsal  for  that  New 
York  debut  in  March.  The  orchestra  made  their 
winter  appearance.  The  dramatic  students  hailed 
the  return  of  Professor  Eyssen  from  Iowa  City  and 
the  beginning  of  rehearsals  on  the  play  “Margin 
for  Error,’’  while  the  debaters  and  orators  did  their 
incessant  reading  and  note  taking. 

There  were  dances  by  the  Purple  Masque,  the 
Alpha  Psi  Omega,  the  Washington  dinner-dance, 
a series  of  student-counci  I -sponsored  open  forums 
on  the  international  situation,  a new  group  of  stu- 
dent fliers,  and  announcement  that  seventy-three 
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Parade  of  Events 


April  with  a big  dance  in  the  Commons.  Debaters  took  superior  ratings  in  the  state 
meet.  The  intersorority  formal  was  a great  success.  Tracksters  had  begun  their 
season.

Students  are  looking  forward  to 
another  flunk  week.  The  date  for  the  prom  has  been  set.  Another  class  is  pre- 
paring itself  for  public  inspection — the  largest  number  of  graduates  ever.  Yes,  we 
at  Dubuque  are  interested  in  world  affairs  — we  take  economics,  don’t  we?  But 
right  now  our  world  is  bordered  by  a gym,  a girls’  dorm,  a seminary,  a Commons  and 
an  Administration  building,  and  because  that  world  is  a very  pleasant  one,  we’ll  just 
wish  those  concerned  with  it  a happy  return  next  fall  with  a year  filled  with  as  inter- 
esting and  exciting  happenings  as  the  one  just  passing.

• The  spotlight  grew  brighter  and  brighter  in  the  sports  field  during  the  1940-41 
seasons,  as  championship  teams  began  to  appear  in  every  phase  of  inter-collegiate 
athletics.  In  the  Iowa  Conference  records  UNIVERSITY  OF  DUBUQUE  appeared 
at  the  top  in  tennis,  football,  and  basketball  standings,  as  each  season  came  to  its 
end.  “U”  wrestlers  added  their  share  of  glory  by  defeating  almost  every  team  to 
come  within  their  grasp. 

Coaches  Mercer,  Schulz,  Peterson,  and  Wight,  aided  by  returning  lettermen 
and  a host  of  versatile  freshmen,  won  the  respect  of  sports  followers  all  over  the 
Middle-west  by  bringing  Dubuque  teams  up  from  the  cellar  positions,  which  they 
had  occupied  too  long,  to  the  championship  posts. 

It  all  started  in  the  spring,  when  Coach  Wight’s  net-men  refused  to  bow  to  any 
of  their  opponents.  Not  to  be  outdone  by  their  fellow  athletes,  the  football  huskies 
proceeded  to  terrorize  their  foes  into  submission  in  the  fall.  Came  winter  and  the 
record  was  upheld  by  the  wrestlers  and  cage  heroes  who  romped  their  way  through 
victory  after  victory. 

Student  body,  alumni,  and  townspeople  soon  caught  the  victory  spark,  and  Blue 
and  White  teams  were  supported  more  than  ever  before.  McCormick  gym,  although 
packed  to  the  rafters,  refused  to  admit  all  of  the  “U”  fans  to  basketball  games. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  DUBUQUE  became  a common  sight  on  all  Middle-west  sport 
pages,  and  fame  was  ours, — by  way  of  coaches,  players,  supporters,  and  undefeated 
teams!

• This  year  marked  the  beginning  of 
a new  musical  program  on  the  campus 
created  by  the  music  department  and 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Reyn- 
old McKeown. 

The  objectives  of  this  group,  the 
chapel  choir,  are  two-fold:  first,  to 
build  a church  music  program  at  the 
University  of  Dubuque;  and  secondly, 
to  make  the  University  a vital  force  in 
the  improvement  of  music  in  churches 
of  this  area. 

This  choir  is  composed  of  twenty- 
eight  voices,  two  groups  of  fourteen 
each  to  sing  at  regular  chapel  periods 
in  alternate  weeks,  the  entire  group 
assembling  for  special  occasions.

Naturally  the  Air  Forum  attempts  to 
present  a picture  of  the  activities  in 
the  University  of  Dubuque  but  in  ad- 
dition to  this  a concerted  effort  is  made 
to  offer  valuable  information  and  ser- 
vices to  the  whole  community.

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• An  innovation  into  campus  curricu- 
lar this  year  was  the  Civil  Pilots  Train- 
ing Course  which,  in  its  essence,  is  a 
government  project  to  train  college 
students  to  the  rudiments  of  flying. 
One  semester’s  work  was  required  to 
pass  the  course.  From  a large  group 
of  students  who  took  the  preliminary 
written  and  physical  exams  ten  would- 
be  pilots  survived,  the  number  allowed 
by  the  course. 

The  student  was  required  to  pay  a 
small  tuition  fee  for  the  course,  the 
rest  of  which  was  paid  by  the  govern- 
ment. Ground  School  instruction  was 
in  charge  of  Dr.  Robert  Wilson,  head 
of  the  department  of  physics,  and  actu- 
al flight  tutoring  was  provided  at  the 
Dubuque  Municipal  airport.  At  the 


end  of  the  course  each  student-pilot 
was  required  to  make  a cross-country 
flight,  which  proved  to  excite  numer- 
ous adventure.

’•With  the  beginning  of  the  1940  school  year  there  began  a revolution  in  the  ranks 
of  Athenaean  whereby  it  became  apparent  to  all  that  Athenaean  had  begun  a new 
era,  yes,  a march  to  greater  heights  than  were  ever  before  reached.  Much  in  the 
manner  of  the  famous  ‘'blitzkrieg"  the  A’s  began  to  swing  into  action.  Vast  sup- 
plies of  unused  resources  were  found  to  be  just  waiting  the  chance  to  do  their  part 
in  the  declared  intention  to  gain  the  ultimate  in  fraternal  power. 

The  pledging  season  began  with  an  influx  of  a very  raw  corps  of  would-be  A’s. 
Throughout  the  period  of  proving,  the  conscripts  did  the  every  will  of  the  actives  and 
upon  formal  initiation  emerged  from  the  fray  as  full-fledged  Athenaeans. 

During  flunk  week,  the  largest  band  of  A’s  to  participate  for  many  years  took 
leave  of  their  studies  to  make  the  snug  little  cabin  on  Frentress  Lake  their  home. 
Though  rain  fell,  spirits  rose,  and  it  seemed  all  too  soon  that  a farewell  look  was  in 
order  and  flunk  week  became  another  glorious  memory. 

“We  are  starting  to  roll"  was  the  phrase  most  used  as  plans  were  made  for  the 
future.  Athenaean  has  always  dominated  the  athletic  life  of  the  University;  and  now 
through  its  own  resolve,  it  also  determined  to  be  first  in  scholarship.  These  resolu- 
tions were  well  founded,  and  Athenaean  won  second  place,  missing  the  cup  by  only 
a few  tenths  of  a point.  Not  content  to  be  second  to  any  other  fraternity,  Athenaean 
will  make  an  even  stronger  bid  in  the  race  for  scholastic  superiority  this  year. 

And  the  A’s  go  rolling  along.  The  track  meet  title  went  A by  virtue  of  a well 
balanced  team,  and  then  in  the  final  athletic  contest  of  1940,  the  year  was  made 
complete  by  winning  the  basketball  title  with  a slashing  victory,  the  squad  includ- 
ing seven  members  of  the  varsity  team.  In  the  first  athletic  tournament  the  A’s 
were  just  not  fishy  enough,  but  they  did  manage  to  take  a well  earned  second  place 
in  the  swim  meet,  and  in  January  the  volleyball  title  was  captured  with  ease. 

The  signal  to  go  forward  was  given  in  journalism,  and  the  result  was  a paper 
known  as  the  “ ’A’  Analyst."  This  is  a bulletin  sent  to  the  alumni  members  of 
Athenaean,  and  is  to  be  a quarterly  publication.  Fostering  closer  relationship  be- 
tween active  and  alumni,  through  its  pages  will  come  the  manifestation  of  a sincere 
wish  for  closer  brotherhood  in  the  future. 

President  Ray  Stumbaugh  handed  over  his  duties  to  Delbert  Schoenhard,  and  in 
company  with  the  new  chief  came  Walter  Fosha  as  vice-president,  Elmer  Stadel  as 
treasurer  and  Robert  MacAskill  as  secretary.

• In  this,  the  eighty-ninth  year  of  service  rendered  the  Church  and  the  community, 
the  seminary  has  bent  every  effort  toward  the  carrying  out  of  their  objective  — to 
provide  the  intellectual,  spiritual,  cultural  and  practical  preparation  necessary  to  the 
development  of  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  ministers  of  religious  education  and  ministers 
of  Sacred  music.
